As to the increase of wards and vot- 


ing preci:aots. it can be said thai the 
law compels the city of Eaclne, under 
present conditions, to create threo 
new precincts. The vote in the Fifth, 
Sixth nnd Second wards was so large 
at the last election that new precincts 
must be created. 


On account- of the extra work in- 


volved the clerks and inspectors have 
presented bills for extra, compensation 
and no doubt the city will have to pay 
the charge. 


With the law demanding three new 


precincts it would increase the num- 
ber of precincts to fifteen. 
With fif- 


-teen wards in the city and one pre- 
cinct in each ward, it'would be just 
the same and it will be seen that the 
expense would not- be a. dollar more 
than with three more precincts, which 
must be made before another election. 


It has not even been intimated just 


how the city shall be redistrictecl in 
order to give it fifteen wards, but- it 
wih be done for the best interests of 
propertv owners and tax-payers. This 
move would give us fifteen supervisor* 
and thirty aldermen.

The sentiment around the White 


House increases every year, until now 
the office-is far better than a life in- 
surance policy. If a president dies in 
t-ht; White House his wife and 
child- 


ren will prc-bablj' 
receive a fortune 


from the people, and by law the pres- 
ident's widow is sure of a pension of 
15,000 a ye-ar. Mrs. Grant and Mrs. 
Garfio'W ' are now 
receiving 
this 


amount. Gorfield went into, the pres- 
idency comparatively poor. He had 
little to speak of at the time he was 
shot by Guitcau. but the smypat-hy 
for Mrs. Garfield was such 
th-at the 


enormous sum of more than 5300,000 
was raised for her, and she was made 
independent for life. Arthur 
was 


one of the most extravagant livers we, 
have had in the White House. He. 
spent, it is sakt, from S2.000 to S3.000 
apiece on his state dinners, and his 
French cook drew from him a salary 
.of 51,500 a year. He -was a luxurious 
''-liver.-iu every way, and still it is said 
that he-saved more than $100,000 dur- 
ing 
his 
administration. President 


Cleveland, notwithstanding- the ex- 
penses of his we-dding, musb 
have 


saved'about-5120,000 during his first 
administration, -and

When Van Buren was president the 
salary was only $25,000 a year. He 
had.a large private fortune, and it is 
said "that he paid all of his White 
Hous.e' expenses out of his own in- 
come during- his presidency, and he 
drew his salary in a lump sum 
of 


$100,000 ivhen he retired. Hnrrison 
has made a fortune out of the presi- 
dency. His profits hove not come al- 
together from tho money he has re- 
ce'ived.but also in {,he-inchense,throug-h 
the reputation of tho presidency, of 
his power of making1 money. He got 
no big law fees'toefore-'he wna presi- 
dent. Since then he has received, I 
am told, $10,000 and'tipward for a sin- 
gle caac. It hae been reported that 
he got 510,000 for his Jaw lectures' to 
the Stanford 
University, and a lady's 


mag-usine.has paid him as much as 
$1,000 a printed-.page for his writing. 
He was not a;high liver when in the 
.White House, and it is safe to say 
'that iheitook at-least $100,000 back to 
Indiana Tirith/him.

Water Purified by tho Piuii»ee of » Cur- 


rent Tbroucll It. 


Edmund C. Verstraetc, of St. Louis, 


has invented a system of purifying 
.voter by the use oi electricity, which, 
he says," will kill a-Il bacteria and re- 
move ever}' vestige of. injurious 
mat-

A 
series of receptacles are employed, all

volts. The water, ia course of its 
treatment, passes from one receptacle 
to the other. During- the first stages 
the water does not- appear to be per- 
ceptibly changed in appearance, but 
later on white, flaky subsoances ar« 
formed in it, and as these finally set- 
i2s to the bottom the water is left 
perfectly clear and limpid. Scientific 
men who have examinjd the process 
are as yet in doubt as to whether tho 
formation which coagulates the matr 
tcr in tha water, ajid by settling, pur- 
ifies it, is composed entirely of sub- 
stances confined in water itself, or is 
a sort of "zinc broth,', due to the de- 
composition of the mewl by th« elec- 
tric current. If the latter proves to 
be the case, the process will beof no 
value, <but if the material is extracted 
entirely from the water, as is 
ed by Mr. Verstraetc, the process 
be worthy of consideration. 


Scientific tests are now in progress, 


the results of which will be of im- 
portance. An electric prooess 
for 


purifying water was given a mil in 
St Louis a yesr ago, and those In- 
terested say that tha rosults were en- 
tirely satisfactory, accepting 
only 


that the work was so expensive as to 
rob it of pecuniary merits Mr, V»r- 
straeto claims that his process Ii not 
opt-n to this objection.

Dreyfus, the French officer, convicted of sell- 


ing the ajllinry secrets of his country to tho 
Germans and the report of whose escape was 
recently denied, Is confined on Devil's Island, 
tha smallest and most arid of the Isles d-u 
Soiut, off th« coast of French Guiana. It is a 
rock, rathor thai an island, for it presents- 
no particle of. tillable surface. 
It was for- 
merly used as an csylam for lepers, who oc- 
f'Upled two wooden huts, roofed wltih straw. 
These were destroyed with are. when pre- 
paration was made last year for the recep- 
tion ot Dreyfus. Two other buts ware con- 
structed in their place. In one the prisoner 
lives, and seven guards, who have charge of 
him, with three other prisoners, who are em- 
ployed as servants, inhabit. tho other. 
Un- 


der these conditions It does not seem that 
Dreyfus would.llnd It any easy matter to es- 
cape, unless he wore aided by his custodians. 
The watch over him Is maintained day and 
nlsht. In all of the numerous letters which 
ho s«nds from his prison isle and which, of 
course, pass through the hands of the Govern- 
ment, he norstsU In Cedarinc he Is Inno- 
cent. His health hej declined since his trans- 
portation, and .he has aged greatly in .appear- 
ance. Ills principal exercise Is walking about 
tho .narrow, limits-of hi* prison. The cost to
